A man 
who is-preceded to the seashore by telegraph 
‘and telephone officials intent upon putting him 
in the closest touch with the office he leaves 
behind; who 1s accompanied by an army of 
stenographers, clerks and political correspond- 
ents. and who is pursued by politicians and 
tuft-hunters from all over the world’: can 
searcely be looked upon as given over to rest 
and relaxation. Inevitable as are these de- 
mands upon the time- and attention of the 
Chief Magistrate it is a pity that some means 
cannot be devised for securing to him occa- 
“sional periods of complete’ freedom 
official duties. 

If denied any ‘such 
(Coolidge may, however, have found refresh- 
ment and réjuvenation in the extraordinarily 
friendiy attitude of the public toward him and 
his administration. No untoward incident has 
marred his summer. From all parts of the 
lnited States have come expressions of confi- 
dence in and affection for him. Democrats, who 
are compelled by party policy to oppose him, 
‘efudgingly admit his widespread popularity 
and profess themselves unable to account for it. 
His few factional foes in his own party are 
prudently silent. It is seldom. that a President 
-has approached the middle of his second term 
in Office so thoroughly the master of his party 
and the idol of his nation. It is not easy to 
account for this except. upon the hypothesis 
that the American people prefer conscientious, 
honest and- modest effort in their leaders to 
brillianey of statesmanship or the mere pursuit 
of personal popularity. 

The first test of President Coolidge’s control 
of his party will come in the Senate struggle 
over American participation in the World Court, 
He is himself irrevocably committed to this pol- 
icy. Against him are arrayed the remnants of 
the irreconcilables headed by Senator Borah. 
Proponents of needless and offensive reserva- 
tions, like Senator Pepper of Pennsvlvania, are 
exeeedingly busy in the effort to so complicate 
tne question as to make action by the Senate 
imposstble, or to present American participa- 
tion in such form that it will be unacceptable 
to the nations already in the Court. 

In this particular case a popular President is 
provided -vith a popular issue. There is as little 
doubt that the mass of the people who think 
at all of international affairs are in favor of the 
World Court.as there is that they are favorable 
to President Coolidge. .The small but highly 
vocal group in the United States Senate who are 
even now planning to-defeat the President’s pur-

been quoted as saying that legislation will be 
proposed which will compel these regional 
mergers, presumably upon some such basis as 
that outlined under the so-called Ripley plan, 
submitted to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission by Prof. William Z. Ripley of Harvard 
University, in 1921. But it would seem. from 
present indications, that compulsion is hardly 
the method to be pursued. It is reasonable to 
believe that the ratification of the Nickel Plate 
merger, proposed by the Van Sweringen in- 
terests, would open the wavy for whatever vol- 
untary mergers or consolidations can be eco- 
nomically made. 

Perhaps it-is not unfair to: suggest that the 
delay which the Government itself finds ‘it 
necessary to complain of is the result of: hin- 
drances interposed bv a controlling govern- 
mental agency. The Van Sweringen consolida- 
tion seems to be exactly in conformity with the 
federal plan. It is approved by a majority of 
the stockholders in the railroads included in 
the proposed merger, and unquestionably has 
the’sanction of the public. The wise course now 
would seem to be to facilitate, rather than 
hamper, the very action which the Administra- 
tion and the people advocate. Whatever volun- 
tary consolidations are proposed must first 
have the indorsement of financiers and other 
business men interested in the properties in- 
volved. It might even be said that any such 
‘mergers, whether voluntary or enforced, can- 
not reasonably be expected.to be successful 
unless their economic soundness has been 
previously agreed upon by those possessing 
expert rather than merely theoretical knowl- 
edge. 

There has been a marked change in the atti- 
tude of the Government, or at least of Con- 
gress, toward railway consolidations within 
recent years. It would be interesting, if it were 
possible, to know just how much the thought 
of the people of the United States has changed, 


from 


if at all, as to the same subject. Presumably 
the enactment of laws intended to make such 
consolidations impossible was a reflection of 
the public sentiment and thought of the times. 
The highest court of the land approwed con- 
gressional action, with the result that such 
attempted mergers, as in the Northern Securi- 
ties Company case, were finally dissolved, Now, 
as has been said, these mergers are encouraged 
by the existing law, and it is apparent that the 
public supports the theory of sueh reasonable 
or logical combinations. 

It may be, even with the tendency toward 
voluntary mergers, that it will be found neces- 
sary to so amend the law as to provide for the 
protection of weaker and somewhat remote 
properties. The so-called Ripley plan compre- 
hended this protection, and it is probable that 
whatever future enactments may be approved 
by Congress will be along this line. But until 
an opportunity has been given for a natural 
or spontaneous working out of the methods 
which have already been provided and quite 
generally indorsed, a resort to attempted com- 
pulsion should be cautiously considePed.

This organization, representing the 
most powerful Chinese business groups, had 
previously transmitted these demands to the 
diplomatists sent to Shanghai to investigate the 
disturbances there,'‘and, without radical change, 
they were later transmitted, officially, by the 
Foreign Office. The answer of the powers :to 
this note has just been. published, and since “in 
the original demands and in this reply is found 
the basis for further negotiations, it is well that 
a general statement of their intent be*set forth. 

The thirteen demands can be conveniently 
considered in two groups. The first group, cov- 
ering seven points, deals directly with the 
shooting ~on May 30, and calls for apology, 
compensation, punishment of offenders, re- 
lease of Chinese arrested, reinstatement of 
strikers, and ‘betterment of labor conditions. 
The second group deals with general questions 
long a source of friction which, according to 
the Chinese, were the basic causes of the 
Shanghai affair. 

These demands, six in number, include a call 
for revision of the Mixed Court—that igs, a re- 
turn of this tribunal to the control of China 
such as was maintained up ta the Revolution 
of 1911. The second demafid asks for the grant- 
ing of miicipal franchisé for Chinese tax- 
pavers in Yhe International Settlement in 
Shanghai.pAt present, although the Chinese 
naprenentcine ante of the population and 
pay SO per cent of the taxes of the settlement, 
the franchise in matters of municipal concern 
is possessed by less than 3000 indivyiduals—all 
foreigners. Further, the Chinese ask for free- 
dom of the press and of speech for Chinese re- 
siding in the International Settlement, and the 
withdrawal of several legislative measures now 
before the voters of the settlement by which, 
according to the Chinese, the authority of the 
settlement is being extended beyond its original 
boundaries. : 

A further 


demand-—perhaps the fourteenth— 
emphasizes the desire of the Chinese for a revi- 
sion of the so-called “unequal treaties” which 
grant to foreigners certain rights in China, and 
urges that such revision is a prerequisite to the 
maintenance of permanent good will between 
China and the powers. 

The fact that two months and a half elapsed 
between the transmission of this note and the 
answer of the powers haseserved to rouse sus- 
picion in Chinese circles regarding the policy of 
these nationstoward China. International agree- 
ment upon matters so complex as those involved 
in the China situation is not easily reached, 
however, and now that the reply has been 
published much of this suspicion is likely to 
disappear. 

It is exceedingly hopeful that the identic 
note sent on Sept. 4 by the nine powers signa- 
tory to the Washington agreements reflects a 
willingness to give a full and sympathetic hear- 
ing to China's aspirations and is in accord with 
the policy pursueg by the United States at the 
Washington Conference, : 

The nete declares that the powers are now 
willing to consider China’s proposal for modi- 
fication of existing treatées ‘in measure as the 
Chinese authorities demonstrate their willing- 
ness and ability to fulfill their obligations and 
to assume the protection of foreign rights and 
interests now safeguarded by the exceptional 
provisions of those treaties.” 

The United States declares, in the note pub- 
lished, that it is now willing to appoint a com- 
missioner—-as provided at Washington—to sit 


with the representatives of other powers to con- 


sider these fundamental matters of treaty revi- 
sion. Further, it now appears that the desire 
of the Chénese to = the scope-of the cus- 
toms conference *which meets in October in 
Peking will be adhered to. Thé original agenda 
of this conference—-as provided at the Washing- 
ton Conference—made possible a revision of the 
customs duties, but did not make a place for a 
discussion of the question of tariff autonomy. 
The Chinese, however, have urged that the mat- 
ter of tariff autonomy be considered, and the 
note indicates the likelihood that the original 
agenda will be expanded to make that possible. 

This note, reflecting as it does the agreement 
of the treaty powers, will greatly increase the 
confidence of the Chinese in the good faith of 
Western nations in their effort to find a genuine 
solution for the difficulties confronting them 
in their relations to China. If this attitude of 
good faith persists, it will make almost certain 
a conciliatory settlement in the Far East. And 


no development on the world horizon is more + 


desirable than the establishment of a perma- 
nent basis for understanding between the 
powers and the Chinese Republic. 
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The moticn picture stands today on the 
threshold ofa new era. Already it has definitely 
proved its right to be 
called an art, somewhat 
to the surprise of its 
six sisters.

The extraordinary development of the twen- 
tieth century in dealing with the issues of light 
and power finds its direct counterpart on the 
screen; in fact the motion picture may be said 
to be the logical artform of today, since it has 
its very being in these two dimensions. 

After some thirty-odd years of amazing un- 
foldment, the motion picture has betome an 
issue of international importance. Fifty thou- 
sand screens, or thereabouts, are scattered over 
the whole globe, and Hollywood issues its films 
in thirty-seven different-languages. If this is so 
with the motion picture as it is today, still in 
its picture-book, story-telling stage, what may 
the results be when it has enlarged its borders 
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.and definitely becOme the greatest art of the 


age? Already a step is about to be taken—is 
already assured by private demonstration— 


that will send the art of the screen winging its’ 
| some explorer of the moon, being shot out of a Jules 


way into a new realm of beauty and power. 
This is the invention of the stereoscopic motion 
picture. 

Up to now the screen has remained com- 
placently a two dimensional effair, although 
just-recently it has taken on a very faint tinge 
of the third dimension through the use of the 
new so-called panthromatie stock, a kind of 
film so sensitized that it records certain colors 
in their correct values, in this way giving a 
sense of relative-distances to objects and soa 
slight stereoscopic effect to the screen. When, 
however, the full delights of stereoscopic vision 
are added to motion pictures—and who is there 
that does not recall the fascination of looking 
through the old-fashioned stereoscopes And 
seeing the yawning depths of some mighty 
canyon just at the very feet of the family group, 
or deliciously tracing the delicate lacing, laver 
upon layer, of frosted foliage at Niagara—then 
there is going to be a new art and a lively one 
to be reckoned with. It is difficult at this stage 
to imagine the tremendous intensifications of 
dramatic realism and pictorial power that this 
new device will bring. The flat screen will dis- 
appear and nature, in all its illimitable and 
aerial beauty, will stand forth. 

This new step, this public puncturing of the 
screen, together with the many other advanc- 
ing photographic processes of the studios, is 
advancing the motion picture step bx step into 
the front rank of artistic achievement and en- 
deavor. Color is trickling by slow degrees into 
the camera work, in fact is today the subject of 
endless experimentation. and speculation in the 
Hlollywood workshops, When all these various 
elements are met together, what is there to 
prevent the inclusion of sound as well? Already 
the Phonofilm has shown what remarkable 
possibilities lie in this direction, and there are 
other even more startling things which have 
already been privately accomplished in this same 
direction. 

Who shall sav just where this amalgamation 
of all the: arts shall stop, or to what heights 
this twentieth. century art shall re-ch? The 
elements of an art form. at once so intricate 
and all-inclusive will most probably require a 
new degree of artistic genius for proper 
manipulation. Here is perhaps an wsthetic call 
to arms that will demand more of the present 
age than ever before. The farthest reaches of 
imagination would appear to stand a good 
chance of being embodied in thts motion picture 
art of tomorrow’ to a greater degree than has 
ever before been possible in any medium.

It 
has, I daily discover, a pleasing and versatile manner of 
being all things to all men.

What I most appreciate about New York is its leisure 
and unobtrusiveness® It has an immense sky. KH does 


‘not overpower, but rather stands apart from one with

Now. as I look out of the window, the scene has 
changed.
